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Possibly the world’s most skilled mercenary, definitely the world’s most annoying, Wade Wilson was 
chosen for a top-secret government program that gave him a healing factor allowing him to heal from 
any wound. Now, Wade makes his way as a gun for hire, shooting his targets’ faces off while talking 
his friends’ ears off. Call him the Merc with the Mouth...call him the Regeneratin’ Degenerate...call him... 
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There are all-star heroes that can save a life with a single word balloon. 


And then there’s Deadpool. 


He’ll say something. Will it be helpful? Probably not. I laughed at the 
thought of Deadpool confronted with a suicidal character. I’ve spent the 
last few years trying to do unexpected things with Wade, but even I had 
to admit that that poor character probably wasn’t going to make it. I 
immediately discarded the idea. There are easier Deadpool stories to tell. 


Then I changed my mind. I had this guilty feeling that I had sold Deadpool 
short. Besides, “funny and sad” is my “sweet and sour”. Maybe this 
would be a perfect Deadpool comic. I had no idea how he was going to 
succeed in saving a suicidal character, but I was determined to find out. 


When I wrapped the script I also had to admit that I could do no better 
than Deadpool. Nothing is more frustrating than not having the perfect 
words when you need them most. That’s really what this story is about. 
When words fail. 


The good news for you, me, and Deadpool is that we don’t need to have the 
answers. We just need to help make the circuit between the people that 
need help and the professionals.
